The 
idend is payable November 10, 
Mr. Harvey said. 

The West Springfield Co-oper¬ 
ative Bank official said that the 
hank's income for the quarter 
ended October 13 was $225,365, 
and that the dividend declared 
by the directors on Monday rep¬ 
resents approximately 73 per cent 
o, the income for the quarter. 

Mr. Harvey told the directors 
that total earnings for the past 
12 months were a record $893,- 
OM, and that the record dividend 
payout for the year amounts to 
$646,939, representing 76 per cent 
oi the earnings. West Springfield 
Co-operative Bank pays dividends 
four times a year. 

The directors voted to continue 
the present dividend scale: 4% 
per cent on serial shares, 4*4 per 
cent on investment accounts and 
4 per cent on savings accounts. 
Mr. Harvey described the serial 
shares dividend of 4T per cent 


as “higher return for those who 
carry out a regular, systematic 
program of savings.” 

Total deposits on October 13 
I were a record $16,242,074, a gain 
of $1,051,691 over the $15,190,383 
a year ago. 

Real estate loans were also at 
an all-time high of $15,682,000, 
an increase of $1,169,522 over the 
year-ago figure. 

Total assets on October 13 were 
$18,376,434, and Mr. Harvey said 
this figure was “considerably 
above” last year’s assets totai. 
He said savings activity and 
mortgage demand continue at 
“high levels.”

To keep parsley fresh and crisp, 
store it in a covered jar in the 
refrigerator. Always wash it in 
hot water for flavor retention. 

To peel beets easily, dip them 
in cold water right after boiling 
them. Leave an inch of stem on 
when you cook them or they’ll 
bleed. Stems and skins slip off 
easily when cooked. 

Lemons keep for months if you 
put them, whole, into sterilized 
jars; cover with cold water; ad¬ 
just rubber rings and cover tightly. 
Give more juice, too! 

To peel lemons or oranges 
easily or to get die peel off in 
one piece, heat them slightly for 
3 or 4 minutes. This also results 
in more juice, makes them easier 
to squeeze. 

When boiling potatoes, add 
milk to the water — about l/r 
cup to 2 quarts of water — im¬ 
proves flavor, keeps potatoes 
white. 

Bake potatoes quickly by boil¬ 
ing them first in salted water for 
10 minutes, then popping them 
into a hot oven.

Astronauts Have Bathroom In Space 


television coverage of U.S. manned space shots, probably the most 
frequently asked question is: What do the astronauts do about their 
bathroom chores in space? 

The space agency thinks of everything and has provided for the 
spacemen’s personal hygiene problems, although they aren’t highly 
publicized. 

ON LONG missions, like the eight-day flight by Gordon Cooper 
and Pete Conrad and the two-week trip planned for Frank Borman 
and Jim Lovell in December or January, the spacemen can’t shave. 

They brush their teeth without using toothpaste, using a stand¬ 
ard type tootbrush which has a soft rubber tip at the end of the 
handle. 

The Air Force has developed an edible toothpaste and it may 
get a space trial soon. 

THE ASTRONAUTS “bathe” with two-inch squares of chemic¬ 
ally-treated wet washcloths. 

. They urinate into a specially designed receiver with check valves 
to prevent backing up. 

On the Gemini 5 flight all liquid wastes were discharged over¬ 
board in a fashion similar to the relief tube on an airplane. However, 
in space this involves opening and closing valves and using heaters 
to prevent freezing at the discharge nozzle. 

ON THE two-week Gemini 7 flight, samples of each astronaut’s 
urine will be brought back for analysis. The engineers said they 
don’t have storage room for all the urine, so a sampling system using 
tritium, a radioactive isotope of hydrogen, was devised. 

It is now being tested by four young men in a six-week space 
nutrition and hygiene study now under way at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base. 

A MAN USES a container, then adds a tiny, measured amount 
of solution containing the tritium. After mixing, he valves a small 
amount into a storage tank while releasing most overboard. 

After landing, technicians will be able to compute the total vol¬ 
ume from radiation counter measurements of the tritium in the 
sample. 

The Gemini space suits have a zipper that runs from the belt 
•'buckle area between the legs and up the back. 

FOR ELIMINATION of solid wastes, the astronauts use a plas¬ 
tic bag coated around the top opening with a substance that sticks 
to the skin something like Scotch tape. 

Pockets at the side of the bag hold tissues, an odor-killing ger¬ 
micide and a wash cloth. After using, the bags are closed wih a 
drawstring-like arrangement and kept in a cold storage box for re¬ 
turn to earth for medical analysis.—Jack Jones

Only six months remain for 
eligible veterans to take advan¬ 
tage of the reopening of GI life 
insurance, the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration pointed out today. 

Eligible veterans do not-have 
to purchase the full $10,000 cov¬ 
erage. They may purchase as lit¬ 
tle as $1,000 or $2,000 worth of 
coverage if they find it a finan¬ 
cial hardship to do more. 

Eligible veterans who wish to 
may purchase as much as $10,000 
worth of insurance if they have 
allowed their original policy to 
lapse entirely. Or they may buy 
sufficient insurance to bring the 
face value back to the $10,000 
But they do not have to 


They must do this before May 
2, I960 when the enabling legis¬ 
lation expires, Policies will be is¬ 
sued for $1,000 and up in $500 
steps such as $1,500, $2,000, $2,- 
500, etc. 

To purchase the insurance, the 
veteran must have been originally 
eligible for National Service Life 
Insurance (NSLI) between Octo¬ 
ber 8, 1940 and January 1, 1957. 

He must have either no GI in¬ 
surance or less than $10,000 
worth. The three eligible groups 
are: 

(1) Veterans with service- 
connected disabilities who meet 
standards of good health.

Q. I am a minister who has 
never elected social security cov¬ 
erage. Is it too late to do any¬ 
thing about it? 

A. No. The new amendments 
extend the time within which you 
may elect coverage by filing a 
waiver certificate with Internal 
Revenue Service until April 15, 
1966. 

Q. Can a divorced wife receive 
benefits on her ex-husband’s so¬ 
cial security record? 

A. It is possible under the new 
amendments if she is at least age 
62 (age 60 if a survivor), unmar¬ 
ried, was married to the wage 
earner 20 years and meets certain 
support requirements. Visit your 
social security district office for 
further details. 

Q. My mother is 81 and worked 
one year under social security. Is 
there a chance she might qualify 
for benefits now? 

A. Yes. Have her file a claim 
immediately. Under the new law, 


certain persons 72 or over may 
qualify for benefits with fewer 
quarters of coverage.
